Education in the South. 
The anntal meeting of the trustees of 
the Peabody education fund was, held, in 
New York last Wednesday, President 
Hayes and Secretary Evarts and all the 
other trustees except Gen. Grant, Gen. 
Henry R. Jackson and George Peabody 
Russell, who are absent in Europe, being 
present. The reports made to this meeting 
have led to a revival of the subject ofedu- 


that the income of George Peabody’s gift of 
$2,100,000 has been permitted to fall to 
$80,000, and that the past year was one 
of peculiar financial embarrassment, the 
friends of education find much encour- 
agement in the situation. 

The report of Dr. Sears, general agent | 
of the board, is especially interesting. He 
states that the schools in most of the 
states have advanced in every respect. 
The people are less disposed to see un- 
conquerable obstacles to progress of this 
sort in a poverty which is more imagi- 
nary than real, and there isa general wish 
that no more generations he allowed to 
grow up in idleness. He reports great 
progress and a high degree of efficiency 
in the Virginia schools, and in the other 
states the situation is hopeful and en- 
couraging. In Georgia’ he reports that 
English branches are taught, but he finds 
in this no reason for despondency. On the 
other hand he believes there will be a 
large increase of educational funds under 
the new constitution. The school funds 
of the state in 1877 amounted to $434,000, 
including $143,000 raised by towns and 
cities. 

The income at the disposal of the trus- 
tees was in part devoted during the past 
year to the promotion of the normalschools, 
and Dr.Sears advocates a still greater pro- 
portional allowance on the same account 
this year. . He believes that the greatest 
need of the south is good teachers—teach- 
ers expressly educated fof ‘their’ work. 
With this object in view a considerable 
number of scholarships in the normal 
schools of Nashville and New Orleans 
were established last year, and that too 
with an excellent effect. Very successful 
efforts were also made during the year to- 
wards an approximation in the great 
mass of teachers to the standard of those 
professionally educated. In some cases 
this was affected by county organizations 
under state supervision; sometimes by 
bringing together teachers from. all the 
counties of a congressional district; and 
in one instance, by assembling the teach- 
ers of a whole state to receive instruc- 
tions for a period of six weeks. Dr. Sears 
says these efforts are doing more to revo-

The Cheyenne Outbreak. 

Mismanagement and rascality are at the 
bottom of the new Indian outbreak in the 
western parts of Kansas and Nebraska. 
The Red Cloud Indians were located on 
the upper Missouri. They were promised

Knife’s band of Cheyennes surrendered 
to Gen. Crook at the Red Cloud agency. 


The remainder of the band under Little 
Chief, Brave Wolf and Two Moons came 
to the mouth of Tongue river, where 
they surrendered to Gen. Miles. Dull 
Knife’s band immediately removed to 
Camp Supply in the Indian territory,where 
they were told they must stay. Little 
Chief’s band are at Sydney on their way 
to Camp Supply, but the bands of Brave 
Wolf and Two Moons were left at the 
mouth.of the Tongue river, a tributary of 
Yellowstone river. The result of this 
slowness and clumsiness on the part of 
the government was a distressing division 
of families, and the family tie is very 
strong among the Cheyennes, who are a 
superior race of savages.

A Powerful Letter. 

We publish in another column, this 
morning, a letter from the Hon. B. H. 
Hill that will excite very great interest 
throughout the length and breadth of 
America. 

Mr. Hill is one of the foremost states- 
men of this country. In breadth of 
thought, pertinency of utterance and 
wigor of action, he has no superior. As 
one of the ablest senators from the 
south, he holds a position that commands 
attention and respect. But, in this espe- 
cial case, Mr. Hill has claims on the pub- 
lic interest beyond all that are enumer- 
ated above. 

It will be remembered that at the out- 
set of Mr. Hayes’. administration Mr. 
Hill was considered its most powerful 
friend in the south, The writer remem- 
bers that a considerable sensation was 
created in Washington when, on the day 
of the inauguration, Mr. Charles Foster 
came from the presilent’s private room, 
and, after a parley with Mr. Hill, led 
that gentleman back with him. It was 
an open secret in Washington that Mr. 
Hill was more than kindly disposed to 
the president, and that the president 
looked on Mr. Hill with a more than 
sweet eye. When the president visit- 
ed Atlanta he was urgent that Mr. Hill 
should express himself on the situation, 
and was yery much impressed with Mr. 
Hill’s speech. With these facts in view, 
Mr. Hill’s terrific assault wears a signifi- 
cance beyond what is given it by the 
distinguished position held by its author. 
It is foolish to say that Mr. Hill is 
nerved to this attack by any personal 
pique. Less than any man from Georgia 
is Senator Hill a politician. He is utter- 
ly careless of the spoils of ‘office, and of 
the demands of his friends—it being said 
of him that his carelessness is often 
pushed to the point where carelessness . 
ends, and ingratitude begins. That he is 
really grateful to his friends no one who 
knows him can doubt; but he thinks he 
can serve them better by attend 
ingto his senatorial duties 
than by picking out offices for 
them.

~~ Leeal Legislation. 

Under the new constitution, we are to 
have a new and more economical mode 
of making local laws. Under the old con- 
stitution, local legislation had grown to 
such proportions that it became abso- 
lutely necessary to put a check upon it 
| in order that the expensive evil might be 
remedied, and the framers of the new 
constitution took steps to remedy the 
evil. Whether the effort to put an end 
to this peculiar extravagance will be suc- 
cessful or not remains to be seen. It will 
have to be tested, and it will fall to the 
lot of the next legislature to test the 
matter. 

In article 3, section 7, paragraph 
) the, new constitution provides that 

‘no local. or special . bill shall 

‘be passed unless notice of 
“the intention to apply therefor shall 
“have been published in the locality 
“ where the matter or thing to be effected 
“may be situated, which notice shall be 
“given at least thirty days prior to the 
“introduction of such bill into the gen- 
‘eral assembly, and in the-manner to be 
“prescribed by law. The evidence of 
“notice having been published shall be 
‘exhibited in the general assembly before 
“such act shall be passed.” These~ are 
the words of the new constitution, The 
question as to whether there can be any 
local legislation at the first sessiofi of the 
general assembly has. been discussed by 
some of the leading men of our state 
through the columns of the Augusta 
Chronicle and Constitutionalist, and this 
discussion has developed the fact 
that there is considerable difference 
of opinion upon the subject. We-are 
strongly inclined to believe that, under 
the section quoted above, there can be no 
valid local legislation until it is done “ in 
“the manner prescribed by law.” Inthe 
first place, the legislature adapting its 
work to the demands of the new consti- 
tution, will be compelled to prescribe the 
details of the method by which local leg- 
islation is to be effected; and if this opin- 
ion be correct, there can be no local leg- 
islotion at the first session of the general 
assembly. Paragraph 15, of the same ar- 
ticle and section from which we have 
already quoted provides that “all special 
‘or lecal bills shall originate in the 
‘“ house of representatives. The speaker 
“of the house of representatives shall 
‘‘ within five days from the organization 
‘of the general assembly, appoint a com- 
“ mittee consisting of one from each eon- 
‘“gressional district, whose duty it shall 
“be to consider and consolidate. all 
“special and local bills on the same sub- 
“ject, and report the same to the hdtse; 
‘and no special or local bill shall be read 
‘or considered by the house until the 
“same has been reported by said com- 
“mittee, unless by a two-thirds vote. 
‘And no bill shall be considered or re- 
‘ported to the house by said committee 
‘unless the same shall have been laid be- 
“fore it within fifteen days after the or- 
‘‘ ganization of the general assembly, ex- 
“cept by a two-thirds vote.” 
It is apparent to any 
is acquainted with the im- 
mense amount of local _legis- 
lation usually brought before the general 
assembly and the important changes 
made by the new constitution relative to 
this species of legislation. The commit- 
tee to be appointed, as prescribed by the 
fundamental laws, will be one of the 
most important in the house of repre- 
sentatives, Its first duty will be the 
careful preparation and presentation of-a 
bill prescribing the methods of legisla- 
tion upon this particular subject, and, 
under this measure, the committee will 
have the consideration of all the loeal 
and special bills presented to the house. 
The lamented General Thomas R. R. 
Cobb, one of the most brilliant lawyers 
that ever pratticed in Georgia, once re- 
marked fo his*law class in Athens that 
the most intricate and difficult points of 
law had been presented to him in his 
practice before justices’s courts; and the 
reason for this was that in dealing with 
minor and often trivial cases he was fre- 
quently confronted with points for which 
there was no precedent to aid him in 
forming his opinion. It will be so with 
this committee. A great portion of the 
legislation that will be required of the 
general assembly in the future will be of 
the kind referred to above, and the com- 
mittee to consider these questions will be 
the equal in importance of any that the 
speaker of the, house will appoint. 

If the general assembly when it meets 
in November, shall determine, after in- 
vestigating the subject, that it cannot 
pass any local or special measures, it will 
be necessary to call aspecial session in 
1879. There is not a city in the state that 
will not require some sort of local legisla- 
tion, and many of the counties will also 
demand it. It seems to us it will be im- 
possible to have such legislation, unless a 
special session is called, until the fall of 
1880. In this view of the case, it will be 
the duty of the general assembly to meet 
and perfect all legislation necessary, fitting 
the machinery of the state to the require- 
ments of the new constitution, and then 
adjourn until some time next year. Un- 
der the circumstances two short sessions 
will be better than a a long one.
